He thought 
that because Great Britain did not come 
promptly to our terms was not sufficient 
reason Tor this country to enter upon an un- 
exampled butchery of a beautiful and use- 
ful animal. He expressed the opinion that 
the carrying into effect of Mr. Pettigrew’s 
proposition would bring odium upon this 
country that would stain us forever. 

Mr. Spooner asked Mr. Pettigrew if he be- 
lieved that Great Britain as a self-respecting 
nation would enter into any agreement if this 
government should meet it with such a threat 
as that implied in his (Pettigrew’s) amend- 
ment. Replying, Mr. Pettigrew said the 
United States had been trying for four years 
to secure an agreement with England for 
the protection of the seals, and had failed, 
England refusing to even enter upon the 
negotiations. 

The amendment offered by Mr. Pettigrew 
was defeated. The bill was then passed by 
a vote of 37 to 14.

RETURN OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Will Omit All Social and Official Func- 
tions at the White House for 
Thirty Days. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—President 
McKinley, the members of the Cabinet, and 
others who went to Canton on account of 
the illmess and death of the President’s 
mother reached Washington shortly before 
11 o’clock. The special train was stopped 
just outside the station yard and the mem- 
bers of the party were driven to their 
homes. 

The President and Mrs. McKinley natu- 
rally were fatigued with the strain to which 
they had been subjected, but stood the trip 
well, and the Presedent himself was ready 
to look after some matters of personal 
business after a short rest. It is under- 
stood to be the present intention of the 
President to omit all social and official 
functions at the White House for a period 
of thirty days from the date of the death 
of his mother. Most of the official receptions 
are usually set down for dates after the 
ist of January, so that the principal omis- 
sion, if the present order is carried out, will 
be the New Year’s day reception, which 
will be less felt than any other from the 
fact that all the elements that go to make up 
this function, even the general public, are 
received by the President at one or the other 
of the special receptions. 


BANKRUPTCY BILL AGREED ON. 


Henderson Bill Is to Be Reported as 
an Amendment to the Nelson 
Measure. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—The House 
Judiciary committee agreed ona bankruptcy 
bill today and it will be reported to the 
House this week as early as possible. The 
committee was in session throughout the 
day, and when the measure was finally 
passed Chairman Henderson was author- 
ized to report the Senate bill, known as the 
Nelson bill, to the House with all after the 
enacting clause stricken out and the Hen- 
derson bill as agreed on inserted as an 
amendment or substitute. There were two 
important changes from the bill as reported 
by the subcommittee. The Dill, as drawn, 
provided in effect that all liens created by 
judgment and levy or by attachment with- 
in four months of the adjudication in bank- 
ruptcy should be void, or, if enforced, go 
for the benefit of the creditors, and also that 
all money collected by the enforcement of 
such alien should be paid over to the trus- 
tee when appointed. This is modified so 
that these liens will not be affected unless 
obtained fm fraud of the act. The pro- 
visions of the bill creating offenses punish- 
able by fine or imprisonment were also 
modified by making many of such offenses 
cause for refusing a discharge in bank- 
ruptcy instead of punishable otherwise.

MIXED FLOUR IS DISCUSSED. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—The first mat- 
ter which came before the National Board 
of Trade at its session today was a 1esolu- 
tion favoring the establishment of postal 
savings banks, which was introduced by the 
Chicago Board of Trade. The passage of 
the resolution was advocated by Mr. Lyon 
of Chicago, who said that the secret of 
saving lies in beginning. ‘Iinere must be an 
investment for such savings, which wouid 
cultivate the business habit and in turn the 
person would become capable of handling 
money. He thought that such an institu- 
tion would cultivate patriotism and would 
provide a safe mode of investment for the 
people’s money, would prevent panics, and 
would call into active use the large sums 
of money that are now hoarded. 

Mr. Hitchcock asked if Mr. Lyon knew 
what the government would do with this 
money. In reply Mr. Lyon said he had 
not given this phase of the subject at- 
tention, but it was now before Congress 
and he had no doubt that body would devise 
some means of investing the money. Mr. 
Hitchcock went on to say that it seemed to 
him such a system partook of a paternalism 
that was foreign to our institutions, and in 
addition to other objections which might be 
enumerated he said it would interfere with 
the business of the savings banks. 

After further discussion the question was 
referred to a committee to report at the 
next meeting. 


Irrigation Is Under Discussion. 


The question of artificial irrigation was 
next discussed, the basis being a resolution 
offered by the Pittsburg Chamber of Com- 
merce, which recommended that Congress 
enact laws to place the supervision of all 
irrigation enterprises in the hands of the 
United States authorities, where such work 
is undertaken upon waterways affecting 
interstate navigation. 

The resolution was adopted, and a commit- 
tee was appointed. 

A resolution favoring the enactment of a 
national trade mark law was adopted. A 
report favoring one cent postage was dis- 
cussed, and finally referred to a committee. 

A resolution favoring the adoption of an 
American system of naval reserve, presented 
by the New York Board of Trade and Trans- 
‘portation, was taken up, and, after dis- 
cussion, was adopted. 

The Philadelphia Grocers and Importers’ 
Exchange presented a resolution to the effect 
that in all cases, whether railway lines, tele- 
graph lines, telephone companies, or great 
commercial trusts or combinations affecting 
all the States, the Congress of the United 
States shall control them, and hold them in 
due subjection to the laws of justice and 
equity. Mr. Halpin of Philadelphia said that 
he did not suppose there would be any ob- 
jection to the resolution, as it was in the in- 
terest of the people. He said he had been 
told that the present anti-trust law was de- 
fective in many particulars, and this reso- 
lution was in line with making the needed 
changes. 


Parsons Denounces Trusts. 


In the course of a speech denouncing trus‘s 
Mr. Parsons of St. Louls spoke especially of 
the combination increasing the price of 
nails, and said that this and similar aggre- 
gations resulted in the robbery of the peo- 
ple, and as uw result public attention was 
being called more and more to the subject. 
After further discussion the resolution was 
referred to a special committee to report to- 
morrow. 

A resolution which elicited much discus- 
sion was that offered by the Chicago Board 
of Trade favoring legislation imposing a 
tax upon and regulating the manufacture 
and sale of mixed flour. 

Mr. Eckert of Chicago said that this pro- 
posed legislation followed that of the 
oleomargarine law, and that it was the only 
way to accomplish the desifed result. He 
said that an adulteration of 10 or 12 per 
cent could not be detected by ordinary in- 
spection, especially when the adulterant 
was corn flour. Ex-Governor Stanard of 
St. Louis said that this method of adultera- 
tion of wheat flour with corn flour either 
would drive the maker of flour out of the 
business or drive him into this nefarious 
business. 

Mr. Waterall of Philadelphia said that he 
was interested in the manufacture of paint, 
and if the proposed protection was given to 
the flour grinders he wanted protection for 
the paint business. 


Remedy Is Suggested. 

Mr. Lawrence of Pittsburg suggested that 
the proper remedy to prevent such adultera- 
tion was through a legal action for fraud. 
It was un-American, in his opinion, in so far 
as it was an effort to get Congress to do what 
the people could do for themselves. The 
resolution provides for a tax, and imposes 
a fine of not less than $1,000 and not more 
than $5,000 for selling adulterated flour with- 
out the payment of this tax. Mr. Htchcock 
of Philadelphia said that this whole matter 
could best be handled by the States. A mo- 
tion to refer the whole question to a com- 
mittee to report at a future time was carried. 

Mr. Pence of Cincinnati presented the re- 


port of the Committee on International Wa- 
terways. The fo, sent the broad 


and comprehensivéd triotism manifested 
by the last Congregs‘tn its provision for the 
improvement of national waterways by es- 
tablishing and recognizing the principle of 
contracts for such dontinuous improvement 
as may have received the sanction of the Sec- 
retary of War and the approbation of Con- 
gress.

hence be continued until a depth of at least 
thirty-two feet is attained. Congress was 
also asked to initiate the work of improving 
by the jetty system or otherwise the South- 
west Pass to the guif. The report was 
adopted. 
The afternoon session was devoted chiefly 
to currency discussion. The gist of the res- 
olutions adopted was an indorsement of the 
single gold standard, the gradual retirement 
of United States notes, the enlargement of 
the national bank circulation, with a grad- 
ual reduction in the tax on the same, and.

over 2,000 population.

in this country for paper money was a war 
measure, now entirely inefficient. He ad- 
vocated the retirement of greenbacks and 
Treasury notes and the substitution of banks 
of issue, under federal control. He urged 
that the percentage of charge on the issue 
should increase as the percentage of issue 
increased, thereby making a currency with 
elasticity sufficient to meet automatically 
the needs of trade. He insisted that the 
government regulations should apply as well 
to State as national banks. 

The next speaker was William W. Dods- 
worth, editor of the New York Journal of 
Commerce. He condemned the national 
banking system as inelastic and unsuited to 
the needs of the country, and declared the 
greenbacks a curse which vitiates the sys- 
tem. He favored authorizing State and na- 
tional banks to issue bills to 75 per cent of 
their capital, secured by a first lien upon 
their resources and the double liability of 
stockholders, under federal supervision, and 
redeemable at such centers as will make 
them pass allover thecountry. He declared 
the country needed a safe and elastic cur- 
rency and this would be supplied through 
the issues.of such banks. 

Without debate the convention, by a unani- 
mous vote, passed a resolution asking Con- 
gress to take the government out of the 
banking business; to keep every dollar of 
United States currency good enough to pass 
current in every land, and recommending 
that under any laws of the United States 
permitting State or national banks to issue 
notes to circulate as money, based upon 
commercial assets, the banks should be re- 
quired to aid the government in the retire- 
ment of the greenbacks and Sherman notes 
in such manner as may be practical and to 
the best interests of the people and the gov- 
ernment.

C. T. BEATTY IS FOUND GUILTY. 


Ex-Supreme Secretary of the A. P. A. 
Convicted in Stroudsburg, Pa., for 
Passing Forged Checks. 


The Associated Press dispatches announ- 
cing the conviction of C, T. Beatty, ex-Su- 
preme Secretary of the A. P. A., at Strouds- 
burg, Pa., for passing worthless checks, cre- 
> ated surprise in this city yesterday, where 
Beatty was at one time well known. Beatty 
and his wife have been giving the police 
of the East trouble by issuing forged checks. 
It was not until they were arrested at 
Stroudsburg that any satisfactory case was 
made out against them, Beatty was yes- 
terday sentenced to fifteen months in the 
penitentiary. His wife was discha q 
Beatty is wanted in several States and 
in Chicago for similar offenses. 

Charles T. Beatty was at one time among 
the most prominent lawyers and educators 
in the middle West. When the A. P. A. was 
founded he became one of the original offi- 
cers and was elected finally to the office 
of Supreme Secretary. In 1894 he came to 
Chicago and became the attorney for the 
American Home Colonization company. He 
is alleged to have embezzled a large amount 
of money and filed to Mexico. Beatty and 
his wife were arrested at Stroudsburg for 
passing a forged draft on the Hide and 
Leather Bank of New York City. Beatty 
was a thirty-second degree Mason and a 
Mystic Shriner.

The Bank of Montreal, through a bill filed 
yesterday in the Superior Court, seeks to 
restrain County Treasurer Kochersperger 
and Collector John Ernst from levying on 
the Chicago branch of the bank a personal 
property tax which it declares is excessive 
and illegal. The bank, it is alleged, gave 
Assessor Gunning a schedule showing that 
it had in Chicago $101,000, upon which it was 
willing to be assessed. The bill also alleges 
that on the last day of appeal to the County 
board no assessment upon its property had 
been ved and the defendant was therefore 


deprived Of the right of review. Later, it is 
alleged, the bank received a letter from 
Assessor Gunning to the effect that as no 
statement had been made by them he 
thought $250,000 would be a fair assessment. 
Finally, it is alleged, the property was 
assesseG on the sum of $200,000. 


ORGANIZED TO BURN GARBAGE. 


Chicago Sanitary’ Company Formed 
with Capital Stock of $300,000— 
Plant for South Side. 


The Secretary of State at Springfield has 
licensed the incorporation of the Chicago 
Sanitary company with a capiial stock of 
$300,000. The incorporators are John Dow- 
dle, D. R. O’Brien, and Thomas W. Sennott. 

The company is organized to burn the 
garbage collected on the South Side by the 
three men, who have the city contract. Mr. 
Sennott said last n‘gh!: , 

“We shall use the Chamberlain reduction 
system, which is already in operation in De- 
troit, Indianapolis, Cleveland, and Wash- 
ington, D.C. This reduces the garbage and 
produces fertilizer. The plant will be lo- 
cated on the South Side.”’ ' 


HELD TO FEDERAL GRAND JURY. 


Herman G. Knickerbocker’s Shortage 
with the First National Bank 
Found to Be $4,982. 


Herman G. Knickerbocker, the confessed 
defaulting bookkeeper of the First National 
Bank, who was arrested Monday on com- 
plaint of Chief Clerk Gillette, was arraigned 
before United States Commissioner Hum- 
phrey yesterday. According to Mr. Gil- 
lette, a thorough examination of Knicker- 
bocker’s accounts has been made with the 
result that the shortage, is found to be 
$2,000 more than was at first supposed. The 
total amount is said to be $4,982. Knicker- 
bocker walved examination and was held 
to the federal grand jury under $5,006 bonds, 
which he was unable*to furnish. 


Alaska Railroad Incorporated. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—S@nator 
Faulkner introduced a bill today incorporat- 
ing the Cook's Inlet, Tanana and Yukon 
railroad, authorizing ‘the construction of a 
railroad and telegraph line from Tuxedat 
Harbor on Cook's Inlet in Alaska through 
Mantasta Pass to the Alaskan boundary 
and along the Yukon and Tanana Rivers and 
to Norton Sound. The capital stock of the 
company is fixed at $60,000,000. Ex-Senator 
Squire of the State of Washington is one 
of the incorperators.

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JURORS SEE THEVA?! 


Make a Visit to the Luetgert 
* Sausage Factory. 


GO THROUGH THE HOUSE. 


Front Door of the Cottage , Is Es- 
pecially Examined. 


ENTER THE DARK BASEMENT. 


The Luetgert jury spent two hours yes- 
terday in the sausage factory where Louisa 
Luetgert is said to have been murdered, and 
the middle vat testified silently for one side 
or the other in the case. In company with 
four balliffs the jurors started in at the 
Luetgert kitchen, where Mrs. Luetgert sat 
reading a newspaper an hour before her 
disappearance; followed her flight, as the 
defense claim it, through the hallway to 
the front door of the Luetgert cottage, and 
say took up the State’s theory of a mur- 

er. 

They viewed Luetgert’s sleeping room, 
where it is charged that he choked to death 
or struck down his wife, and were guided 
by a smoky lamp through the passage where 
it is charged her body was carried to the 
middle vat. Each one of the twelve jurors 
peered into the vat for himself, and men- 
tally went over every detail of the alleged 
crime, as the State had outlined it. Finally 
they tried to see the vat from every pos- 
sible opening from the outside, to determine 
what Luetgert’s probable chances were of 
being found out, if the crime were com- 
mitted. 

One juror, Loeb, a student in mechanical 
engineering, climbed into the damp and 
moldy vat and tried the steam pipe, to deter- 
mine how much noise would be made by a 
jet of steam turned into the potash. 

There was no one to explain things to the 
twelve men. If they formed any con- 
clusions from what they saw there was no 
expression. Bacheler acted as spokesman 
between the deputies and the other jurors, 
and August Rehimann, the custodian of the 
place, went ahead and unlocked the doors 
for them. Not even Mary Slemering was 
visible at Luetgert’s cottage. Mrs. Will- 
iam Charles let the jurors in and they ex- 
plored the house to suit themselves. 


Examine the Front Door. 

The jurors seemed to pay particular at- 
tention to the front door of the cottage, 
which Attorney Harmon had told them was” 
impossible to shut without slamming, and 
through which the defense claim Mrs. Luet- 
gert went with her bundle, instea.j of going 
with her husband into the factory. Each 
of the jurors tried this door for himself. 
They found that it ‘‘ stuck,” as Attorney 
Harmon said, and but one of the jurors, 
Reed, succeeded in closing it without mak- 
ing a noise. 

The jurors were driven to the sausage 
factory in a "bus directly after court: ad- 
journed, reaching there at 8 o’clock. Bail- 
iffs Lattes, Klein, Sutherland, and Reilly 
accompanied them. They explored the 
Luetgert residence first, spending but a 
few moments there, and most of the time 
trying to determine whether the front door 
could be heard to slam from Louis Luet- 
gert’s bedroom. The defense will claim that 
Mrs. Luetgert was heard leaving the house 
about 2 a. m., and Louis Luetgert will de- 
clare that he heard this door shut. 

From the cottage the jurors were taken 
to the factory office, where they critically 
examined Luetgert’s sleeping apartment, 
where the State’s theory supposes the al- 
leged murder was committed. It was so 
dark in the factory by that time that 
August Rehimann was compelled to go 
ahead with a lighted lantern. 

The narrow passageway from the office 
to the basement entrance was then explored. 
The door which old Frank Bialk claims to 
have found blocked, and the spot where 
Luetgert intercepted him and sent him to 
the distant drug store were peered into, and 
then the jurors went into the basement. 
This was so dark the jurors had dif- 
ficulty in seeing. The middle vat was scarce- 
ly more than a shadow, but the jurors felt 
it all over. Juror Loeb climbed into it and 
shook the steam pipe, and the bunghole, 
catch basins, and all the surroundings were 
peered into. 


Examine the Basement Windows. 

The basement windows were so obscured 
with dirt and cobwebs but little light pene- 
trated through them. Those on the Diversey 
avenue side were partly boarded up. The 
jurors stationed Rehimann beside the vat 
with his lantern and then went into the 
street to see whether it were visible. Some 
of them crossed the street and: observed 
from that side also. The light could not be 


a a brick partition shutting off the 
ew. 

Judge Gary and the attorneys for both 
sides insisted on the jury going to the fac- 
tory before any witnesses Were introduced, 
and court adjourned as soon as Attorney 
Harmon finished his outline of the defense. 
The speech occupied all of the morning 
session, as well as all of the preceding after- 
noon. The concluding paragraphs of Mr. 
Harmon’s speech were a bitter arraignment 
of the police and the State, whom he ac- 
cused of fabricating evidence and conspir- 
ing to send Luetgert to the gallows. 

“The whole bone story, from a to iszard, 
is a pure fabrication and a murderous con- 
spiracy to convict an innocent man,” he as- 
serted several times. 

So far from not doing anything to dis- 
cover his wife’s whereabouts, Attorney Har- 
mon declared the hitherto unannounced evi- 
dence that Luetgert had telephoned all the 
hospitals in the city to see if she were 
there, and had done all he could to get 
trace of her, and at the same time keep 
the “‘ disgrace ’’ to himself.

MRS. M’CLELLAND’S PRETTY TALE OF 
REVOLUTIONARY TIMES. 


“A Daughter of Two Nations ” Com- 
bines a Good Plot with Some Excel- 
lent Sketches of Early Quaker Life 
—Leaves a Pleasant Impression— 
Martin Swift's “ Love’s Way, and 
Other Poems ” Contains Many Sweet 
and Tender Lyrics of Promise.

T is a pretty story of 
revolutionary times 
that Ella Gale Mce- 
Clelland of Chicago 
has given us in “A 
Daughter of Two 
Nations ” (Mc- 
Clurg). There are 
oceasional traces of 
the novice in the 
dialogues, and the 
little heroine is 
sometimes preco- 
cious beyond belief, 
but the plot is so 
cleverly woven and 

Ella Gale McClelland. the touches of senti- 
ment so genuine that one forgets the story 8 
gmall defects in the pleasure of its real 
merits. The book contains abundant proof 
of Mrs. McClelland’s*powers of artistic fic- 
tion weaving. 

The story is about a child, though not 
necessarily for children. Little Arabella is 
first seen going aboard an emigrant ship in 
a -London fog with a man she calls papa. 
The man soon develops some very unpater- 
nal qualities, and before America is reached 
little Arabella has taken refuge in the kind 
arms of a Quakeress. Then the man dis- 
appears, and Arabella becomes a Quaker 
girl, living at Chad’s Ford, talking thee and 
thou, but still remembering the French lan- 
guage and the great chateau in which she 
had spent a happy childhood. 

Very cleverly does Mrs. McClelland keep 
up the mystery of Arabella’s origin, while 
at the same time drawing a pretty and often 
humorous picture of Quaker life. The pre- 
monitory rumblings of the revolution reach 
the quiet Quaker farm, and little Arabella 
has a hard time getting head and tail of the 
-talk about Tories and Whigs. She always 
calls the latter ones wigs, but, being greatly 
attached to a neighbor, boy whose father 
goes later to fight in Washington’s army, 
she decides that she and her foster mother 
Martha are themselves “ wigs.” 

One of the things that helps her to this 
conclusion is the fact that a certain Tory 
called John comes and proposes marriage 
to her beloved Martha. It is at the dinner 
table, and Arabella, true to her Quaker 
teaching, immediately feels that she is 
** moved.” 

“Yes, I am moved,”’ she cried. ‘‘ Thou didst 

Thou!’’ pointing her finger at Friend 


*“* Martha, I must speak, ’cause Iam moved. He 
is a mean old John. I wish I wasa wig, and I'd 
kill you. Yes, I would,”’ addressing John, ‘* so 
thou couldst not get Martha. That is just why 
thou wantest to get Martha away from me, s»> 
thou canst have her, too.’’ 


: ** Arabella!"’ The Quakeress was at her side. 
“Hush! Thou must not,’’ as she tried to lead 
her away. 


“Don’t! I am not through being moved. Wilt 
thou let me finish, Martha? I will pray every 
night, John, the wigs will get thee. Yes, I will. 
Then thou wilt be a foundling, too, only thou wilt 
not have Martha.’’ 


As the Quakeress reached the door and forced 
the child out, she following her, Arabella screamed, 
“The wigs will get thee, so there, and give thee 
to the fishes.’’ 

It is perhaps not very surprising that a 
small lady with such decided opinions and 
feelings should later act just as she did on 
overhearing a talk in which Howe and 
Cornwallis planned to entrap Wasnington. 
At any rate, Mrs. McClelland has told very 
preitily the story of how Arabella seized 
one of the papers of the hated Tory Gen- 
erals and carried it, concealed in an egg- 
- shell, to Washington at his camp. 

Mrs. McClelland has woven a good deal 
of war history into her story, but not too 
much. She keeps alive the 1eader's interest 
in the growing affection between litile Ara- 
bella and that manly neighbor boy, Jack. 
And the tactful scene in which the little 
girl persuades the doubting Martha that 
she is really a “‘ wig,’’ and that they must 
both do what they can to help the poor 
soldiers at Valley Forge, is full of touching 
sentiment. 

One cannot fail to feel a decided respect 
for Mrs. McClelland’s plot-spinning powers 
while reading the dénouement, in which the 
mystery of Arabella’s birth and desertion 
are ievealed. This is quite a story in itself, 
but it would rot be fair to tell it hcre. It‘is 
enough to say that thbugh Arabella becomes 
_ @ wealthy little Frehchwoman she has left 
hep~heart,in Ameriga, and fina!ly comes 
béck—to~be Mrs. Jack.

_ Poets a-many have recorded the progress 
of their love in a cycle of sonnets. One or 
two have kept the record of their one great 
passion in poetic form, but varied the man- 
ner of the poems to suit the maticr. Among 
these latter is now to be enumeraied Martin 
Swift, whose works, under the title, *‘ Love's 
Way, and Other Poems,” is published by A. 
C. McClurg & Co. in quite the most tasteful 
setting that has yet come from that house. 

As between the sonnets and the varying 
verses preference is to be accorded Mr. 
Swift’s choice of medium, his muse being 
what it is. Many of the lyrics are sweet, 
tender, sincere, and indicate careful study 
of the best modern models. So much for the 
leading and most ambitious series of the 
verses. Those that follow will add rather 
than detract from the impression they pro- 
duce. ‘“‘ Heracles upon (Eta ”’ will bring no 
less graceful and accomplished a poet than 
Matthew Arnold to mind imnuiediately. 
“The Vision of Galileo” is even more pro- 
found as a speculation. Both sbow that 
Mr. Swift is rot dependent upon thyme for 
highly melodious effects. 

There are poems of many fashions in the 
little volume, some of them unworthy ofa 
place beside the best of the others, but all 
giving promise. The chiei criticism to be 
passed is in respect of long words. These 
should come by nature or not at all, and such 
a phrase as “ Polyphemian glaives” will 

’ never be right. By way of climax there is 
a cnarming bit of vers de sociétc. “ On a 
Blank Page of Thackeray,”’ which will sat- 
isfy not a few of the great novelist’s ad- 
“mirers, exacting as they are known to be.

BAZAAR AT THE HOME OF DESTI- 
TUTE AND MAIMED CHILDREN.

Sale Begins Today in the Building in 
Park Avenue and Will Continue Un- 
til Saturday—Managers and Inmates 
Eager for the Opening—Institutiou 
Is Non-Sectarian and Wide in its 
Scope—List of the Officers and Di- 
rectors.

A Christmas bazaar for the benefit of the 
inmates of the Home for Destitute and 
Crippled Children will be held at the home, 
46 Park avenue, commencing at 10 o'clock 
this morning and lasting until Saturday 
evening. Every variety of articles, plain, 
fancy, useful, and ornamental, has been 
donated by the kind-hearted men and women 
who are patrons of enterprise. Then, too, 
children have added their mite in the way 
of paper trifles, outline work, and the other 
simply-fashioned articles which lKttle fin- 
gers are taught to make in kindergarten. 

A large sign hangs outside the red brick 
building at Paulina street and Park avenue 
announcing to the passer-by that within 
wil? be held a “‘ Christmas Bazaar—Sale of 
Fancy Articles—Help the Children.” In- 
side great flags drape the walls of the par- 
lors where the booths are placed. Every 
nook and corner of this, the only home that 
thirty-five unfortunate children know, is 
ready for the event, for visitors at the ba- 
zaar will be allowed to inspect the institution 
throughout. 


Children Are Expectant. . 


For these children, crippled in body but 
not in spirits, love company and the glimpse 
of the outside world it brings to them. 
Everybody connected with the home, from 
the kindly faced matron, whose invitation 
is a hearty *‘ Do come to help us raise money 
for our children,” to the smallest child whose 
small hands have worked a worsted bird for 
the fancy table seems to have thought of 
iittle else during the last week. 

Yesterday was “clinic day,’ and though 
the odor of chloroform floated through ihe 
second story halls to mingle with the pun- 
gent smell of the Christmas greens cn the 
floor below, the children seemed not to mir 
it. In the nursery the invalids sat about in 
queer-looking but health © restoring ma- 
chines and plaster casts and talked and 
laughed in anticipation cf the merry time 
in store for them at the bazaar. 

No society woman could evince more in- 
terest in the coming-out tea of her eldest 
daughter than these poor, but light-hearted 
children exhibit in this, their first bazaar. 

“You see,” explained one of the older 
girls, who sat propped up in bed by iron 
bands and rods, “‘if people come and buy 
all the things, then there will be money to 
buy some new things for the schooiroom. 
Katie says,’’ looking at the nurse who was 
caPing for another sufferer, ‘‘ that goodness 
hnows we need them.”’ 

The schoolroom for the children is in the 
upper floor of the barn, which stands but 
a little distance from the house, and which 
has been dignified by the name of ** Annex.”’ 
Here the older children are taught to read 
and write and are instructed in simple arith- 
metic and grammar. The mornings are given 
up to the kindergarten pupils, and all of 
them are taught to sing in concert, which 
they do with vigorous zest and sweetness. 


Aim of the Institution. 

The home shelters and cares for physically, 
mentally,and morally destitute crippled chil- 
dren from 3 to 12 years old. A staff of house 
and consulting physicians attends the in- 
mates. Twenty complete cures and twice as 
many partial ones were effected during the 
last year. Though with almost no exceptions 
the children have been victims of want and 
misery, unfortunate environments, bad hy- 
gienic conditions, and physical disabilities 
which would blight many a grown person's 
spirit, they are made happy and contended 
in the home and display good fellowship 
and neatness foreign to their natural homes. 
A cheerfulness, sadly pathetic when in these 
babies with twisted bodies and pale, pinched 
faces and which is wanting in many a child 
of sound physique, is noticeable here. 

One of the rules of the house prevents the 
admission of any child whose mind is not as 
sound as its physical condition will permit. 
Besides good, wholesome habits and morals, 
the children are taught to be hopeful. Ifa 
cure is not possible they are taught the idea 
expressed by ‘* Dick,” the littl® cripple Miss 
Alcott teHs about in “ Little Men,’ who 
sobbed to a tormentor: ‘‘I don’tcare. God 
lets my soul be straight if my body is not.” 


Inmates’ Queer Chatter. 


The children in the home talk chatter of 
their affliction and the suffering they endure 
with an appaling frankness. One little 
fellow whispered confidentially to a visitor 
yesterday the information that Eddie had 
the clamps on his shoulders again in much 
the same envious way in waich an ordinary 
small boy would tell of a comrade’s new 
suit of clothing. 

The home is non-sectarian and the line 
is not drawn at any nationality or color. 
The institution has been in existence for 
five years and has for its stated object, 
‘‘ Work for children, the men and women 
of tomorrow.”’ Besides caring for and curing 
many hitherto helpless little cripples, the 
management finds homes for its aischarged 
patients—two of whom were recently sent 
into North Dakota. In the summer time 
the children are taken for one day trips 
into the country. All holidays are ob- 
served simply, but the lessons of cach day 
are well taught.

WHEAT IS STILL COMING. 


THERE IS A SIGNIFICANT INCREASE 
IN LOCAL RECEIPTS, , 


Railroads and Water Transportation 
Lines Piling Up the Grain Against 
the Demand There Will Be for It 
When Settlement Day for the De- 
cember Deal Arrives—Slight Change 
in Trade Tactics Breaks the Monot- 
ony—Coarse Grain More Active. 


There was just a little more action than 
usual in ‘December wheat yesterday. The 
elevator people sold early at 97%%c ta 7c. 
This was the same character’of selling as 
that of last Friday and of Monday. It 
represents grain which has been brought 
here from Western 
| markets at a mar- 
gin. of profit to the 
warehouse men. Ar- 
mour and Weare 
were credited with 
selling about 200,000 
bu early in the day. 
There was another 
large increase shown 
in local supplies. The 
inspection sheet 
showed 334 cars in 
original receipts,sup- 
plemented by the re- 
ceipt of a cargo of 
120,000 bu by. lake, 
| and transfers of 100 
cars and a cargo of 
86,000 bu. “The addi- 
tion to the contract 
stock of wheat in Chicago was roughly* 
figured at about 350,000 bu. 

Nearly all of the Duluth cargoes are 
here and the last arrivals are being un- 
loaded. There has been some , curiosity 
shown by vesselmen as to cargoes sup- 
posed to have been brought down here by 
Armour, but which have been loaded at the 
Air line and Illinois Central houses, which 
are not under the Armour control. It seems 
that these are cargoes which were shipped 
by Duluth parties with the option of turn- 
ing them at the Soo either to Buffalo or 
Chicago. The condition of this market, 
which has started wheat along all sorts of 
unusual channels, caused the grain to 
gravitate here. The selling by Carrington- 
Hannah some days ago was not fully under- 
stood at the time, but as-they control] the 
lilinois Central houses it is now supposed 
that this wheat was sold by them for the 
Duluth owners. 


Armour Sells to Leiter. 


The December deal is recognized as a fight 
in the cash property,.and the action of yes- 
terday’s market was watched with great in- 
terest. The early selling by Armour was 
met by buying by Lelter. This was readily 
understood, but the reason for the Leiter 
selling during the latter part of the session 
was not so clear. The difference betwcren 
May and December was fractionally nar- 
rowed by that selling. The wheut market 
as a whole was disposed to be dull. The ccon- 
ditions existing at the present time tend to 
drive out general speculation, and the trade 
is waiting for the finish in December. 

The French news was again a factor, as it 
was on Tuesday. Yesterday it was bullish. 
Paris came fractionally higher, and with 
the higher cables came private advices 
placing the French requirements from Nov. 
1 to the end of the season at 60,(00,000 bu. 
This was taken as confirming the large es- 
timates on requirements made last week. 
Liverpool showed a concession of ‘gd at the 
opening, but closed irregular, with fractional 
advances on some deliveries and declines on 
others. The Argentine news was in line with 
that from France, telling of delay in har- 
vesting and prospective delay in shipments. 
On the other hand, there were reports of 
offers of new wheat from India for edvanced 
shipments. To partially offset the French es- 
timates there were suggestions of reduced 
consumption in Germany. 


Bullish Tone at the Close. 


May wheat opened at about the closing 
price of the previous day and worked down 
to 90%c bid. During the last hour considera- 
ble bullish sentiment was developed in all 
the market, and on this May wheat sold up 
to 91\%c, or into the price of calls, and closed 
within the range cdvered by those privileges.

FALLING OFF IN GROCERY ARTICLES 
HELD IN BOND. 


Government Figures Show Earlier Im- 
portations Have Generally Entered 
into Consumption—Nearly All Bond- 
ed Stocks Much Lower than They 
Were a Year Ago—Fair Activity in 
the Market for Farm Product and 
Prices About Steady. 


~~ 


The latest report of the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, covering the month of October, makes 
a showing of the stocks of goods in grocery 
lines remaining in bond at the close of that 
month this and last year. The figures show 
that heavy importations in anticipation of 
the Dingley tariff have pretty well entered 
into consumption. At the end of July the 
total value of all such goods was $11,682,380 


.~—the lowest for many years; at the end of 


August, $13,571,284; at the end of September, 
$15,464,000; and at the end of October, the 
last month reported by the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, $18,209,658. The normal figure is in the 
neighborhood of $40,000,000. The table be- 
low shows the quantities and values of ware- 
housed goods handled by wholesale grocers 
at the close of October, 1897, and October, 
1896. These figures represent values of goods 
in bonded warehouses on the dates given. 
For some months prior to the tariff act 
which became a law July 24, the stock of 
goods in warehouse was heavily drawn upon 
until it fell to the lowest point on record, 
some $11,000,000. The recovery to a normal 
figure, the normal figure being about $40,- 
000,000, is becoming apparent. The in- 
creased stock of cod, haddock, etc., on Oct. 
80, over the same date of the preceding 
month, ts particularly noticeable, as is also 
the heavy increase in the holdings of cur- 
rants, in cheese, and especially in sugar:

REASON FOR THE DELAY. 


President Boldenweck’s Message 
Read to the Board. 


GREAT WORK IS REVIEWED. 


What Is Necessary to Deepen and 
Widen the River. 


TROUBLE IN THE NORTH BRANCH. 


Waters will flow through the drainage 
canal in the fall of 1899, according to the 
annual message of President Boldenweck, 
which was read to the board yesterday. 
This is the first decisive statement that has 
been made on the subject. 

President Boldenweck.reviewed carefully 
the great work that has been done on the 
canal and the many difficulties that have 
been encountered during its progress. What 
yet remains to be done was carefully de- 
ecribed, and the erroneous impressions pre- 
yvailing regarding the duties of the Sanitary 
District in deepening and widening the Chi- 
cago River were corrected and the position 
of the trustees on that point explained in 
full. 

The message read: 

“In assuming the duties of President of 
the Board of Trustees of the Sanitary Dis- 
trict of Chicago, to which I was elected by 
your unanimous vote, I feel that with the 
game earnest support of your honorable 
body during my incumbency we can at least 
keep pace with the past, and thereby have 
the great work intrusted to us completed 
and the waters of Lake Michigan flowing 
through our channel by the fall of 1899. 

** The press and the public have an errone- 
ous impression as to the powers of the San- 
itary District in deepening and widening the 
Chicago River in order to maintain a con- 
tinuous flow of at least 600,000 cubic feet of 
water per minute and to accommodate a 
ship drawing twenty-two feet of water. In 
_ the first place, the powers of the district are 

mot sufficient to raise the millions necessary 
to pay for the property to be taken for the 
widening of the river, the cost of strength- 
ening foundations fronting on the same, and 
the lowering of the tunnels. This would 
all have to be accomplished before any great 
amount of excavation could be undertaken. 
The necessary plans for the required flow 
in order to enable us to open our channel 
when completed—viz.: 300,000 cubic feet per 
minute—have been under way for some time. 
Land has been purchased and contracts let 
for deepening and widening the Chicago 
River, and I am confident that by the time 
our main channel is completed the Chicago 
River will be in a condition to provide the 
water required by law, and also not !nterfere 
with navigation. ' 

“The agreement entered into between the 
Sanitary District and the City of Chicago 
whereby the city is to construct a twenty- 
foot conduit at Thirty-ninth street to con- 
nect with the east arm of the South Branch, 
and erect a pumping plant, and construct a 
sixteen-foot conduit at or near Lawrence 
avenue, and erect a pumping plant, in order 
to thoroughly flush each end of the river, 
and the Sanitary District to forever main- 
tain these two pumping plants, was a very 
wise and equitable solution of this question, 
es it releases the district of outlay all save 
maintenance, the gross amount of which 
could not at this time have been taken away 


-~from the main channel, or raised under our 


present assessed valuation. 


Trouble in the North Tt 


“While the conduits contemplated to be 
built by the city, more especially the one 
at the South Branch, will, after filling up the 
west arm of the South Branch (which in my 
opinion should be done by the officials of the 
City of Chicago, as I am informed that it is 
not a part of the Chicago River, but private 
property, and had been excavated by brick 
manufacturers), thoroughly cleanse this 
portion of the river, I am satisfied in my 
own mind that it will not be sufficient for 
the North Branch of the Chicago River for 
all future time. The North Branch of the 

: © River receives the rains from an 
area cf 172 square miles and the sewage of 
600,000 people, and at present and the greater 


|,” part of the year the flow in it is so shallow 


that one can wade across from shore to shore 
from Belmont avenue north. . 
“While, therefore, the provisions now 
agreed to will afford relief when they are in 
operation, and for a term of years there- 
after, yet they must not be regarded as the 
ultimate solution of the problem of purifica- 
tion and protection of the North Side water 
supply, which will demand a more far- 
reaching and comprehensive treatment. 
“This treatment may reasonably be upon the 
line of the extension of the Chicago River 
northward, at least as far as the city limits, 
and connected by an open cut with Lake 
Michigan, where a pumping plant of capacity 
sufficient to maintain a flow southward of 
at least 150,000 cubic feet per minute should 
be established. This open channel would 
become available for navigation by con- 
structing a lock through which vessels could 
be raised from the level of the lake to the 
higher level in the channel. Such treat- 
t would meet all of the requirements 
of sanitary dilution and give to the terri- 
tory through which the channel would pass 
the advantages which are incident to navi- 
gation, thus accomplishing by one expendi- 
ture of money a double mission of publie 
benefit. 


What Is Necessary. 


“Starting with the Chicago River, in ad- 
dition to the dredging which is now in prog- 
ress there is the building of the by-passes 
between Van Buren and Adams streets and 
from Taylor street south to a point below 
the Chicago and Northern Pacific railroad 
Bridge.

The seven highway 
bridges must be built, and the one eight- 
track and six double-track railroad bridges. 

The 
tail race along the route finally adopted 
must be constructed. The stretch of chan- 
nel between the end of the tail race and the 
head of the upper basin at Joliet must be 
built. The work between the upper basin 
and Hickory Creek through Joliet, including 
the canal lock and the weir and water power 
dam, must be built, and the changes in 
bridges, street grades, and sewers in Joliet 


must be perfected.

Evanston to Take Action. 


The Evanston City Council has decided to 
act upon the suggestions made by ex-Jugge 
Harvey B. Hurd in his disqussion of the 
relations of the drainage system to Evans- 
ton. A committee of seven, consisting of 
three members of the Council and three 
citizens, with Mayor William A. Dyche as 
chairman, will be named by the Mayor at 
the next meeting of the Council. This com- 
mittee is to investigate the feasibility of 
turning the flow of Evanston sewage from 
the east to the west, and upon its report 
will depend the further action of the Coun- 
cil. The sewers must soon be lowered and 
extended, and it has become a question 
with the Aldermen whether it would not be 
best to immediately begin the construction 
of intercepting sewers, and thus evade an 
additional expenditure. The plan outlined 
by Mr. Hurd leaves the matter of a canal 
from the Grosse Point lighthouse to the 
North Branch of the river at Bowmanville 
an open question, but in direct opposition to 
the present plans. of Mayor Harrison. If 
the canal is not decided upon before the 
work on the Lawrence avenue tunnel is 
begun, it is said that Evanston will be ex- 
cluded from the drainage system for at least 
fifteen years, and probably forever. With 
this in view, it has been decided to i!mme- 
diately learn the possibilities of Evanston 
entering the system, and to make necessary 
arrangements if the plan can be carried 
out. 

Before any definite action can be taken 
by the Council there are many difficulties to 
overcome, the greatest of which is the oppo- 
sition of a part of the Aldermen and a rep- 
resentative body of Evanston citizens. 
Mayor Dyche says that he is determined to 
learn the sentiment of the city, and inthe 
discussions which will follow before the 
Council he will request many of the prom- 
inent citizens to speak. 

G. P. Engelhard advises the Council of the 
suburb to defer action until the drainage 
system is completed and it is demonstrated 
to be practicable. Mr. Engelharil asserts 
that the Chicago River can never be made 
to furnish the 300,000 gallons of watera 
minute which the law requires, and that the 
pumping station at Lawrence avenue can- 
not bring the amount of flush water up to 
the requirements of the law. In that case 
the big ditch will be an imperative necessity, 
and Evanston will have its own time to 
consider the problem of disposing of its 
sewage. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


A communication from the Governing com- 
“mittee of the Western union was read at the 
meeting of the State Board of Fire Underwriters 
yesterday morning. It called the attention of the 
members to the new regulations in the conduct 
of the business through the combination of the 
former State board commissions into the Gov- 
erning committee. The duties of the board were 
outlined and its cotjperation was asked in the 
efforts of the committee to maintain rates and to 
regulate commissions. 

The members of the board deny there is any 
serious friction between their organization and 
the union. A reply to the letter of the Gov- 
erning committee was ordered sent, thanking 
the members for the statement of the situation 
and promising the asked for coéperation. 

The sccretary was directed to place the facts 
regarding the action of the board toward the 
Penneylvania Fire in the hands of the Western 
Manager, C. H. Berry. It is probable an agree- 
ment will be reached by which the representa- 
tives of this company, who withdrew from the 
board, will be reinstated. 

Slight changes were made in the _ elevator 
schedule, a number of reductions being offered an 
a premium for exceptionally good construction. 
Perniission for the use of the Welsbach light under 
certain restrictions was granted by the board 
after a lively discussion.

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A protest has been filed with R. N. Trimming- 
ham, secretary of the Underwriters’ association, 
with the indorsement of a number of real estate 
men, against the part of the new constitution 
which prohibits brokers of class ‘‘ B’’ from putting 
a clause in their mortgage loan documents relative 
to the placing of the insurance. The letter to the 
secretary is in part as follows: 

“‘ As to the advisability of the rule, permit us 
to say that a very considerable number of lenders 
on real estate consider the buildirgs them- 
selves, as well as the ground, as material in the 
security offered, and as long as the buildings are 
liable te damage or destruction by fire the mat- 
ter of insurance is considered of the highest im- 
portance by these lenders, and they instruct us in 
many cases to secure their insurance in particular 
companies in whose strength or in whose method 
of adjustment of losses they have confidence. 
We know of no instance where the members of the 
association have lost any premiums by reason 
of the failure of members of class ‘B’ having 
ordered insurance and not paid for it. We have 
never solicited more commissions than the 
regular allowance, and we see no reasen why we 
should be discriminated against in offering the 
members of the board first-class insurance at the 
tariff rates, when it is a matter of common re- 
port... feneral belief that much insurance is 
accepted by brokers who are not real estate 
loan mem and who offer poor risks to insure 
and are indifferent about payment of premiums 
and in not at all uncommor. instances collect the 
payments from the policyholders and fail to pay 
the same over to the agents. We therefore re- 
quest thet the rule on this subject be reconsidered 
and modified.’’ 

The request that a change be made tn the rule is 
said to have the support of a number of the larger 
insurance agents.

CALPERS IN APLOT? 


Railroad Officials Charge 
Them with Conspiracy. 


FIGHT BILL IN CONGRESS. 


Forged Tickets Said to Be Sold 
to Influence Action. 


HEARING TO BE HAD TODAY. 


Rallroad officials here are much agitated 
over what they consider a conspiracy on 
the part of the scalpers to defeat the pas- 
sage of the anti-scalpers’ bill now pending 
before Congress. The principal reason given 
by the railroads why an anti-scalping bill 
should be passed was that forged and fraud- 
ulent tickets were being placed on the 
market. 

Broker McKenzie of this city, who has 
charge of the scalpers’ interests at Wash- 
ington, has all along contended that this 
claim on the part of the roads was not true, 
but, on the contrary, the scalpers themselves 
were making every effort to prevent the sale 
of fraudulent tickets, and whenever the 
discovery was made that such tickets were 
on the market the matter was promptly re- 
ported to the railroads by the Ticket Brok- 
ers’ association. Mr. McKenzie has not 
been able, however, to substantiate his as- 
sertions, as the railroads insisted that they 
were not aware of the scalpers ever having 
informed them of the existence of forged 
and fraudulent tickets, though the scalpers 
were frequently handling them. 

Within the last few days a circular was 
issued by the scalpers’ association to its 
members stating that a number of counter- 
feit tickets had been discovered on the Chi- 
cago market and warning them not to handle 
such tickets. Investigation made by the) 
railroads showed that a number of forged 
tickets were in scalpers’ hands and that they 
were evidently forged by scalpers. These 
so-called fraudulent tickets were handled by 
four Chicago scalpers, all of whom are mem- 
bers of the so-called Guarantee association. 

The railroad officials are now convinced 
that the scheme was concocted by the rep- 
resentatives of the National Ticket Brokers’ 
association to be used as an argument at 
the hearing before the Senate committee of 
Congress today and the hearing before the 
House committee tomorrow. Much evidence 
has been secured by the railroads to be used 
by their representatives in Washington to 
controvertethe claims of the scalpers. 

A. C. Bartlett, General Chairman, John 
V. Farwell Jr., Vice General Chairman, and 
Adoiph Nathan, General Treasurer, of the 
National Association of Merchants and Trav- 
elers, yesterday sent telegrams to Shelby 
M. Cullom, chairman of the Senate commit- 
tee, and William P. Hepburn. chairman of 
the House Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce, declaring as false the pamphlet 
signed by George M. McKenzie for the 
American Ticket Brokers’ association so far 
as it relates to the former.

East-bound freight rates from Chicago and 
St. Louis have never been so badly demoral- 
ized as they are at present. Through ship- 
ments of flour, grain, and provisions from 
Chicago to seaboard points last week in- 
creased from 28,818 tons to 43,645 tons. This 
increase, it is stated, was due to the large 
cuts in rates made by the Pennsylvania and 
several of the other roads. The Pennsyl- 
vania lines alone carried 36.4 per cent of 
the total shipments, and the Wabash took 
10.6 per cent. Grain is being taken from 
Chicago to Baltimore and Newport News at 
a rate of 15 cents for 100 pounds, while the 
regular tariff to New York is 22% cents. 
The Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern, it is 
claimed, has been taking grain out of St. 
Louis for the last four weeks at a rate of 
10 cents for 100 pouads. 

In order to prevent a general war in rates 
the Presidents of the various roads between 
Chicago, St. Louis, and the Atlantic sea- 
board will meet in New York today and 
tomorrow and fully consider the existing 
precarious rate situation. The opinion is 
that the Presidents will authorize a reduc- 
tion in the corn rate to 16 cents for 100 
pounds from Chicago to New York and a 
1744-cent rate on wheat and its products. 
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Chicago-St. Paul lines have met the 25- 
cent rate on flour announced a few days 
ago by the Soo line and issued through 
tariffs from Minneapolis and St. Paul via 
Chicago in connection with the Grand Trunk 
railway. It was expected that the propor- 
tional rate from Minneapolis and St. Paul 
to Chicago would be correspondingly re- 
duced, but instead the proportional rate has 
been advanced to 12% cents. This has evi- 
dently been done to give the Grand Trunk 
the sole benefit of the reduced rates via 
Chicago in order to reward it for the help 
it is affording the Western roads in meeting 
the Soo line competition.

St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 15.—The International 
and Great Northern railroad today put in 
effect a new schedule of reduced rates from 
Galveston to Texas points which, unless it 
is: promptly met by St. Louis lines, will work 
to the detriment of the commercial interests 
of this city. In its practical working out 
it will let New York jobbing houses into 
Texas territory at a lower rate than can be 


‘had from this city, although New York is 


fully twice as far from Texas by the most 
direct route as St. Louis. 

The first-class rate from this city to Tex- 
arkana as $1.10 per hundred.’ The first-class 
rate from Galveston to Texarkana is $1 per 
hundred, while the rate from New York to 
Galveston is two cents per hundred. By 
adding the New York rate to Galveston to 
the rate from Galveston to Texarkana the 
rate from New York to Texarkana is $1.02, 
or eight cents per hundred lower than the 
best rate from this city to Texarkana.

M’DUNALD’S FIGHT IS ON. 


ASSAILS M’GANN’S RIGHT TO LET THE 
GARBAGE CONTRACTS. 


Files a Taxpayer's Bill to Enjoin the 
City and the Successful Bidders 
from Executing the Labor Under 
Their Agreement — Declares the 
Council Has No Right to Delegate 
the Powers Used by the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. 


Michael Cassius McDonald appeared in the 
roll of a citizen yesterday afternoon when he 
went into the Circuit Court and filed a tax- 
payer’s bill against the City of Chicago en- 
joining it and the garbage contractors from 
executing or performing the contracts ro- 
cently let by Commissioner of Public Works 
McGann. The authority of the Council to 
delegate the power to Commissioner McGann 
to let the contracts for five years is ques- 
tioned. 

Corporation Counsel Thornton was unable 
to secure a copy of the bill, but said as a 
general proposition the Council had the right 
to delegate power to any one it pleased, as 
that was the only way by which a legislative 
body could make a contract. 

It was insinuated by some of the City Hall 
officials that *“* Michael ’”’ was up to a trick; 
that the bill was intended for nothing cise 
than to secure the release of the $10,000 
which is tied up in the First National Bank, 
this sum representing the forfeit money of 
Contractor Murphy who failed to qualify. 
It was stated that McDonald hoped to tie 
up the contractors and the city in such litiga- 
tion that all parties would be glad to drop the 
$10,000 check matter. Then Michael would 
withdraw his suit, and the certified check 
would be a memory. 

John Mayo Palmer is McDonald's attorney. 
The City of Chicago and the contracting 
firms of Mulcaire & Burke, Dowdle & Cham- 
berlain, and Hanrahan & Downey are made 
defendants. The bill says that the five-year 
contract which goes into effect March l, 
1898, means an annual expenditure of $374,- 
762, or a total of $1,873,611, and that these 
contracts should be declared void. 

The bill goes on to recite that under the leg- 
islative act of March 30, 1897, authority is 
given tothe city to make a five-year contract 
for the disposition of garbage. The validity 
of the contracts is challenged on the grounds 
that the power and duty of determining 
whether any contracts should be made by 
said act is imposed in the City Council in 
its legislative capacity, and that this power 
could not be delegated by the Council to an 
executive officer, and thus substitute the 
discretion of such officer for that of the 
Aldermanic body. Also that under the city 
charter no contract could be made without 
a precedent appropriation by the City Coun- 
cil authorizing and determining the amount 
of the expenditure involved in the perform- 
ance of the contract. In this case itis al- 
leged that nothing of the kind was done. 

The bill further says that under the or- 
dinances in force at the time of the passage 
of the Council order the control of the 
garbage disposition was vested in the Bu- 
reau of Streets and Alley Cleaning as a part 
of the Department of Public Health, and 
that the Commissioner of Public Works had 
no autk -rity over the subject. It is also set 
forth that the Commissioner of Public Works 
had no power to make a contract for the 
city divided into districts at a higher fig- 
ure than that offered for the city as a whole. 
By making separate contracts it is alleged 
that the Commissioner is imposing upon the 
taxpayers an additional and unnecessary 
burden of $73,052. 

It is specifically stated that the bill does 
not proceed upon the theory of an abuse of 
discretion by the commissioner, but upona 
total absence of legal power in him to make 
any contract whatever under the existing 
conditions. 

‘*T tried to get a copy of the bill this after- 
noon,’’ said Corporation Counsel Thornton, 
‘*but there was only one copy of it, andl 
could not get Mr. Palmer to let go. On the 
face of it, however, I do not take much stock 
in the contentions set forth that the Com- 
missioner of Public Works had no authority 
to make the garbage contracts. This au- 
thority is distinctly invested in him by the 
act of last year in which it says that said 
‘Commissioner of Public Works be and is 
hereby authorized and empowered as soon 
as said contract and specifications shall 
have been prepared, to his satisfaction and 
with his approval, to advertise for bids and 
let the contract.’ This section of the act 
says nothing about the City Council draw- 
ing up the specifications, but seems to plainly 
indicate that the specifications shall emanate 
solely from the judgment of the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. This seems to cover 
the meat of the controversy. It is my opin- 
ion that Mr. McDonald will have some 
trouble in getting an injunction against the 
city on the grounds advanced.” 


LAKE SHIPPING NEWS. 


Lake Carriers’ Pool. 


CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 15.—A change in the by- 
laws which would practically convert the Lake 
Carriers’ association, representing nearly all the 
tonnage on the great lakes, into a pool was con- 
sidered this morning at a meeting held in the of- 
fice of James Corrigan. The decline in freights 
from a highly profitable point to an unprofitable 
basis was the incentive for the meeting. Pres- 
ident James Miller, A. A. Parker, and a large 
number of vesselmen from all parts of the lakes 
were in attendance. A committee was appointed 
to ascertain the views of all vessel-owners and 
another: committee was delegated to confer with 
shippers, as without their aid the proposed step 
was impossible. The object of the Lake Carriers’ 
association, at least that part of it advocating the 
fixing of freights, is to establish «a minimum basis 
for each season. e adoption of the suggestion 
at the annual meeting to be held in Detroit next 
month is by no means certain.

CONGRESS MAKES HIM RICH. 


Representative Richardson of Tennes- 
see Will Become a Millionaire by 
Reason of Careless Legislation. 


New York, Dec. 15.—[Special.]—A dispatch 


from Washington says: ‘* Representative 
James D. Richardson of Tennessee stands to 
become a multi-millionaire as the result of 
ungarded legislation slipped through Con- 
gress in an appropriation bill during the 
closing hours of the last regular session. 

The Fifty-third Congress authorized the 
House Committee on Printing to compile 
and publish the “*‘ messages’and papers of 
the Presidents from Washington down to the 
present time.”” The total edition was origi- 
nally calculated at 20,000 and estimated to 
comprise four volumes, but a later edition 
was increased to 36,000 and the limit of 
volumes placed at eleven. In the sundry 
civil service appropriation bill, rushed 
through in the last hours of the Fifty-fourth 
Congress, in the next to the last paragraph 
and preceded by a page of legitimate legis- 
lation occurs this sentence: 

‘“‘That the Public Printer be, and he is 
hereby authorized and directed to make and 
deliver to James J). Richardson, the com- 
pller of ‘ Messages and Papers of the Presi- 
dents’ without cost to him, duplicate electro- 
type plates from which the compilation, 
‘Messages and Papers of the Presidents,’ 
was published.”’ 

Mr. Richardson has closed a contract with 
a New York firm to publish his compilation 
on a royalty of $1 per volume. This means 
that Mr. Richardson will receive for himself 
$11 for each set sold of his compilation in ex- 
cess of the 36,000 sets authorized for the use 
of Congress. 

It is estimated that during the next twenty 
years there will be sold by the firm securing 
— plates at the lowest calculation 500,000
